A  NOTE  ABOUT  THE  FRIENDSHIP  FUND 

The  birth  of  the  Friendship  Fund  may  be  traced  to  the  1924  Grand  Convention,  when  a  young 
alumna,  Rachel  Sumner  Poole,  Chi/Svracuse,  spoke  of  a  Theta  in  dire  need  and  asked  if  there  was 
any  fund  from  which  the  Fraternity  could  aid  her.  In  response,  a  committee  was  formed  and  rec¬ 
ommended  the  establishment  of  the  Friendship  Fund  at  the  1926  Convention.  An  important  ongo¬ 
ing  tradition  Is  the  secrecy  surrounding  the  giving  of  gifts  from  the  fund.  Two  members  write  on 
behalf  of  a  sister,  and  the  Friendship  Fund  committee  determines  the  award  amount.  The 
requesters  remain  anonymous,  and  all  records  are  confidential. 

Friendship  Fund  gifts  fulfill  a  promise  to  serve  and  care  for  our  sisters  who  arc  experiencing  cata¬ 
strophic  illness,  natural  disaster,  financial  distress,  or  urgent  family  crisis.  By  contributing  to  this 
fund,  Thetas  strengthen  our  bonds  of  sisterhood  and  demonstrate  loving  compassion.  Beginning  on 
July  1,  administration  of  the  Friendship  Fund  will  return  to  the  Fraternity  from  Theta  Foundation, 
For  more  information  about  making  or  receiving  a  Friendship  Fund  gift,  go  to 
www.KappaAlphaTheta.org/FriendshipFund  or  call  800.

EDITOR’S  NOTE:  FUTURE  THETA  MAGAZINES 

Thank  you  for  your  comments,  Richard!  As  you 
may  know,  The  Theta  magazine  was  originally  pub¬ 
lished  in  1885  and  even  in  the  first  year  of  its  life,  it 
was  understood  that  a  successful  magazine  was  not 
inexpensive  and  that  some  means  of  paying  for  print¬ 
ing  and  postage  must  be  found.  So  Grand  Convention 
voted  to  tax  each  member  50  cents  per  year  to  fund 
magazine  expenses. 

In  1913,  Convention  attendees  discussed  an 
endowment  fund  as  a  permanent  method  of  financing 
the  magazine,  and,  at  Grand  Convention  1937,  that 
endowment  was  established.  In  accordance  with  the 
Tax  Reform  Act  of  1969,  however,  this  fund  was  sub¬ 
sequently  combined  with  other  funds,  and — for  as 
long  as  many  of  us  can  remember — The  Magazine  has 
arrived  in  Thetas1  mailboxes  free  of  charge. 

It  is  quite  shocking  to  realize  that  the  burden  of 
paying  for  this  falls  mainly  on  the  shoulders  of  our 
collegians!  Their  dues  support  a  publication  that  is 
enjoyed  primarily  by  alumnae,  instead  of  supporting 
programs  that  more  directly  affect  them — ^programs 
that  are  vital  to  continuing  our  prominence  on  college 
campuses. 

Beginning  with  this  issue,  college  members,  Theta 
Life  Loyal  members  (Please  sec  page  14  for  more 
information  on  our  Life  Loyal  program.),  and  alumnae 
who  pay  dues  through  an  alumnae  chapter  or  circle  or 
directly  to  the  Fraternity  will  receive  all  four  printed 
issues  of  our  magazine.  The  online  version,  which 
comprises  all  the  features  of  the  printed  version,  will 
always  be  available  to  every  Theta.  This  new  distribu¬ 
tion  plan  will  allow  the  Fraternity  to  use  its  financial 
resources  efficiently  and  to  he  a  good  steward  of 
member  dues. 

We  hope  all  alumnae  will  become  irrvolved  in 
Theta  by  joining  an  alumnae  group,  paying  Fraternity 
dues,  or  enrolling  in  Theta  Life  Loyal  to  continue  to 
receive  ail  four  printed  issues  of  our  magazine.  0

Since  1960,  Theta  women  have  come  together  through  Theta  Foundation  to  power  shared 
values,  the  dreams  of  sisters  worldwide,  and  the  future  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta.

Did  Condoieeza  Rice  mention  her  Greek  affiliation 
in  her  episode  of  Master  Class? 

No,  in  both  cases.  So  it’s  really  up  to  us.  Because 
when  something  is  judged  to  he  irrelevant,  what  hap¬ 
pens  to  it?  It  generally  disappears. 

We  started  talking  about  what  we  could  do  to  pro¬ 
mote  our  relevance,  and  we  really  struggled.  Then  we 
started  to  challenge  ourselves,  to  ask  ourselves,  What 
does  it  mean  to  be  relevant ? 

And  we  realized  that  perhaps  we  were  struggling 
with  this  question  because  we  are  more  than  relevant. 
We  want  to  be  more  than  just  someone  who  lias  a 
place  at  the  table;  we  want  to  be  a  group  that  is  at  the 
head  of  the  table.  If  you  look  at  our  ritual,  you  see 
these  words, 

"Highest/’  "Noblest/’  "Powerful/’  "First" 

And  so  Grand  Council  began  with  this,  and  our 
thoughts  started  flowing.  We  realized  that  we  were 
going  to  have  to  aim  higher,  and  that’s  when  our  plan 
started  to  take  shape,  when  it  occurred  to  us  that  it 
needs  to  he  asp  national,  rather  than  simply  strategic. 
It  has  to  he  about  more  than  just  achieving  goals.  It 
also  has  to  be  about  the  values,  the  mission,  and  the 
pu r pose  o f  o  u  r  F  ra  te  r  n  i  ry .

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Tenants  may  range  from  a  50-year- old  recover¬ 
ing  alcoholic  struggling  to  make  ends  meet,  to  a 
young  couple  forced  into  foreclosure,  to  a  sin¬ 
gle  mother  getting  by  on  unemployment. 

But  for  landlord  and  property  owner  Barbara  Barnes 
Getty,  every  story — and  every  face — somehow  con¬

“I  feel  that  my  own  hardships  early  in  life  prepared 
me  to  be  a  compassionate  person,”  says  Getty,  Alpha 
Chi/Purdue,  “I  don't  look  back,  and  I  don't  look  too 
far  ahead — I  stay  in  the  day.

Today,  Getty  owns  and 
operates  a  total  of  29  units  in  downtown  Indianapolis, 
including  duplexes  and  single- family  homes,  and  also 
runs  a  consulting  and  property  management  company. 
She's  reputed  for  her  niche:  transforming  fixer-uppers, 
typically  concentrated  in  Indianapolis's  older,  more 
dilapidated  neighborhoods,  into  clean,  secure,  and 
affordable  rentals. 

Getty  has  authored  one  book  and  co-authored  anoth¬ 
er;  produced  a  YouTube  video,  “The  Landlord 
Chronicles”;  and  been  interviewed  by  CNBC.com  and 
USA  Today.  She  also  makes  presentations  to  groups 
throughout  the  country. 

But  the  climb  came  from  a  past  marked  by  the  deaths 
of  her  father  and  her  teenage  son,  div  orce,  and  family 
struggles  with  mental  health  and  addiction  issues— 
adversities  that  fuel  the  passion  and  kinship  Getty 
brings  to  her  life's  work, 

“I'm  financially  and  emotionally  invested,”  says  Getty 
of  her  rental  properties,  “My  tenants  are  decent,  hard¬ 
working  people.  Three-quarters  fall  into  the  low- 
income  bracket  and  others  are  in  the  middle.  Some 
have  had  run-ins  with  the  law,  prior  evictions,  or  drug 
and  alcohol  issues.  But  every  one  of  them  deserves  a 
second  chance.” 

IN  THEIR  SHOES 

A  native  of  Gary,  Ind.,  and  the  second  of  four  siblings, 
Getty  was  only  11  years  old  when  her  family  life 
began  to  unravel  As  her  father  increasingly  battled  bi¬ 
polar  disorder  and  alcoholism,  her  stay-at-home 
mother  stepped  up  to  support  the  family  by  going 
back  to  school.  She  eventually  taught  history  at  Lew 
Wallace  High  School  in  Gary,  where  Getty  was  a  stu¬ 
dent,  and  also  worked  nights  as  a  grocery  store  clerk. 

“When  my  dad  was  in  a  manic  phase,  he  would  spend 
tons  of  money,”  Getty  recalls,  “and  between  his  drink¬ 
ing  and  bi  polar  episodes,  my  life  was  just  crazy. 

“It  was  rough  through  high  school,  but  1  hid  all  of  this 
from  my  friends.  I  never  had  sleepovers  or  parties, 
because  1  wasn’t  sure  how  my  dad  would  act.  When 
he  was  sober,  he  was  wonderful,  sweet,  and  so  smart. 
But  he  turned  cruel  when  he  drank.” 

Despite  two  stays  at  the  Ilazei den  Addiction 
Treatment  Center,  Getty’s  father  died  of  cirrhosis  at 


age  51.  Getty,  who  had  graduated  cum  laude 
from  Purdue  University  with  a  bachelor  of  arts 
degree  in  English  and  French,  was  25  years  old 
at  the  time. 

Getty  settled  into  her  own  role  as  a  stay-at- 
home  mom  after  she  and  her  husband,  who  was 
employed  by  Eli  Lilly  and  frequently  trans¬ 
ferred  with  the  company,  moved  to  Indianapolis 
in  1980.  “It  was  our  seventh  house  in  nine 
years  of  marriage,”  she  says,  “and,  after  teach¬ 
ing  for  several  years,  I  decided  to  stay  at  home. 

I  truly  lov  ed  being  able  to  do  that.” 

Family  life,  however,  was  shattered  in  1992. 
Getty's  17-year-old  son  Todd  was  killed  in  a  ear 
accident  and,  eight  months  later,  her  21-year 
marriage  ended. “My  faith  and  the  love  and  sup¬ 
port  from  incredible  friends  got  me  through 
that  time,”  Getty  recalls.  Within  two  weeks  of 
Todd's  death,  friends  had  raised  .530,000  to 
create  a  scholarship  in  his  memory.  Nearly  20 
years  later,  The  Todd  W.  Getty  Mental  Attitude 
Scholarship  is  still  awarded  annually  to  a 
Zionsville  Community  High  School  senior  male 
or  female  athlete. 


“Todd  wasn't  the  smartest  kid  in  the  class,  or  tile  top  Barbara  Barnes  Getty,  AX/ Purdue 
athlete  on  the  team,”  says  Getty.  “But  lie  was  so  open, 
and  such  a  friend  to  everyone.  He  was  accepting, 
funny,  laid-back,  and  a  real  team  player. 


“This  scholarship  represents  his  character.” 


One  of  Getty's  first  steps  toward  re-creating  her  life 
was  to  find  a  new  home  for  herself  and  her  two  daugh¬ 
ters,  Anne  and  Allison.  She  bought  a  three-bedroom 
ranch  fixer- upper,  complete  with  matted  green  shag 
carpet  and  dark  paneling.  “When  the  girls  saw  it  for 
the  first  time,  they  couldn't  believe  they'd  actually 
have  to  live  there,”  she  says,  laughing.  “But  after  1 
fixed  it  up,  they  loved  it.” 


Getty  discovered  that  she,  too,  loved  the  re-hab 
process  and  the  outcome.  A  few  months  later,  site 
made  her  first  business  purchase  under  the  name 
“Barnes  Properties.”  With  divorce  proceeds  of 
519,000,  she  bought  a  1,5 00-square -foot  duplex  sorely 
in  need  of  some  TLC.  She  spent  88,000  to  transform 
the  property  and,  just  over  a  year  later,  decided  to  sell 
it  and  re-invest.  Within  a  relatively  short  window  of 
time,  its  value  had  more  than  doubled.  The  duplex 
sold  the  first  day  it  was  listed. 


“My  friends  assured  me  1  could  keep  doing  this — buy¬ 
ing  dilapidated  properties,  fixing  them  up,  and  selling 
them,”  she  says.  “The  investment  was  minimal,  I'd 
have  a  steady  income  from  rent,  and  the  return  could 
be  big.” 


“3  also  felt  I  had  the  right  personality  to  be  a  land¬ 
lord,”  adds  Getty,  who  still  lives  in  her  first  fixer- 
upper.  “I'm  blessed  to  be  an  easy-going  person,  but 
I'm  also  highly  organized.  I  understand  there  are 
many  things  1  simply  can't  control,  and  1  can  let  stuff 
roll  off.”

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HOMES  WITH  HEART 

Many  properties  later,  Getty’s  still  a  fixer-upper  at 
heart.  And  although  she  employs  a  handyman  for 
electrical  work  and  certain  repairs,  most  of  the  sweat 
equity  is  hers.  "The  actual  re-ha  b  process — getting  an 
apartment  back  up  and  running — is  very  rewarding,” 
she  says.  “I’m  proud  to  show  my  properties  and  1 
n eve  r  ha ve  t  ro  ubl  e  re  n  t  i  ng  t  hem  *  ” 

Tenants  also  sense  that  these  are  homes  with  heart, 
managed  by  a  landlord  who  often  invests  herself  in 
their  present  circumstances  as  well  as  in  their  future 
potential, 

Getty  recalls  the  particularly  heartwarming  story  of 
Walter,  a  50-year-old  tenant  and  Goodwill  employee 
who  fell  behind  on  his  rent.  After  several  calls,  he 
promised  Getty  that  if  she  gave  him  two  weeks,  he’d 
have  the  5500  he  owed. 

When  she  showed  up  to  collect,  however,  Getty  found 
Walter  sitting  on  the  front  porch,  head  in  his  hands. 

“lie  told  me  that  he  drank  the  money  away,”  she  says. 
"1  went  right  to  my  car  and  came  hack  with  a  picture 
of  my  daughter,  Anne.  When  Walter  commented  on 
how  beautiful  she  was,  I  said,  ‘Walter,  Anne  is  just  like 
you — she’s  a  recovering  drug  addict,  an  alcoholic, 
she's  been  beaten,  and  site’s  lived  on  the  streets.  But 
she’s  now  had  12  years  of  sobriety  and  works  as  an 
emergency  room  trauma  nurse.’ 

“1  reminded  Walter  that  he  was  lucky  to  still  have  his 
job,  but  if  he  didn’t  get  help,  he’d  lose  everything.” 

Getty,  who  also  had  helped  her  younger  daughter 
Allison  get  treatment  for  mental  health  issues,  under¬ 
stood  the  power  of  support  and  therapy.  She  facilitat¬ 
ed  Walter’s  first  step  by  making  several  calls  and 
locating  an  Alcoholics  Anonymous  group  that  met 
only  five  blocks  from  his  apartment.  Walter  agreed  to 
go  and,  eventually,  moved  into  a  halfway  house. 

Getty  has  many  of  her  own  stories  as  well,  and  admits 
that  some  fall  into  the  category  of  " rookie  mistakes.” 

“The  early  years  revealed  the  best  and  worst  about 
me,”  she  says.  “1  chose  to  believe  the  best  of  people 
and  situations  and,  sometimes,  that  was  to  my  disad¬ 
vantage.  i  allowed  non-paying  tenants  to  stay  too  long, 
and  I  believed  every  excuse  and  sob  story.” 

Realizing  she  was  losing  her  own  much-needed 
income,  Getty  toughened  up — but  did  so  with  a  twist. 
Ra tlier  than  let  any  of  her  tenants  know  she  was  the 
property  owner,  she  decided  only  to  present  herself  as 
the  apartment  manager.  Wearing  the  manager’s  hat 


allowed  her  to  diffuse  potentially  volatile  situations, 
such  as  filing  an  eviction  notice,  by  attributing  these 
decisions  to  the  "owner.” 

“1  never  want  to  feel  threatened  by  my  tenants,”  she 
says,  "and  it’s  important  to  always  assure  them  that 
I’m  in  their  corner” 

DAYS  IN  THE  LIFE 

Getty  recently  documented  some  of  her  many  experi¬ 
ences,  offering  viewers — and  readers — a  window  to 
her  world. 

A  12-minute  YouTube  video,  produced  in  September 
2010  and  titled  "The  Landlord  Chronicles”  is  intro¬ 
duced  by  Getty  as  "reality  TV  at  its  best  ...  the  true 
life  situations  I  encounter  as  a  landlord  in  the  inner 
city.” 

The  video  opens  with  Getty  following  a  fire  truck  to 
one  of  her  rental  properties.  Upon  arrival  she  discov¬ 
ers  a  fire,  which  started  in  the  backyard,  had  burned 
off  most  of  the  house’s  siding.  "Apparently,  the  two 
tenants  had  a  fight  and,  while  one  was  at  work,  the 
other  threw  out  all  of  her  clothes  and  burned  them. 
Obviously,  she  did  it  a  little  too  close  to  the  house,” 
Getty  wryly  observes. 

Tooling  around  in  a  small  Car  she  affectionately  calls 
“her  home  improvement  store  on  wheels,”  the  video 
also  shows  Getty  visiting  a  tenant  she  discovers  is  a 
hoarder,  and  next  cheeking  on  an  apartment  suddenly 
vacated  and  left  indescribably  filthy.  "It’s  interesting 
what  people  do,”  she  narrates  as  she  views  a  particu¬ 
larly  disgusting  bathtub.  “But,  for  me,  it’s  just  another 
day  at  work!”  In  addition  to  drawing  thousands  of 
online  viewers,  Getty  also  includes  the  YouTube 
"Landlord  Chronicles”  video  as  part  of  her  speaking 
engagements. 

The  Landlord  Chronicles  is  also  the  title  of  Getty’s 
book,  published  in  July  2010;  its  208  pages  are 
described  as  "part  how-to  manual  and  part  memoir.” 

A  product  review  of  the  book  on  Amazon.com  states: 
“Written  in  a  lighthearted,  conversational  style,  The 
Landlord  Chronicles  walks  the  reader  through  every 
phase  of  the  process:  finding  target  neighborhoods, 
locating  the  ‘diamond  in  the  rough,’  financing,  rehab- 
bing,  attracting  and  keeping  tenants,  managing  and 
maintaining  the  rental,  evicting  non-pavers,  account¬ 
ing  and  record-keeping,  and  selling/exit  strategies.” 
Getty  plans  to  release  another  title,  After  the  Bubble, 
co-authored  with  commercial  real  estate  developer 
and  general  contractor  Stuart  Leland  Rider,  as  an

“I  read  as  many  books  as  [  could  get  my  hands  on 
before  starting  my  business,  and  1  realized  there  was 
nothing  out  there  that  offered  potential  landlords  a 
simple,  hands-on  guide,”  Getty  recalls. 

Armed  with  her  English  degree — and  using  humor  to 
describe  many  of  her  experiences — Getty  found  the 
writing  process  fairly  easy.  Securing  a  literary  agent 
and  publisher,  however,  proved  to  be  another  story, 
one  that  resulted  in  Getty's  decision  to  self- publish 
through  Au t ho rHouse  in  B1  oo m ington ,  bid.  To  da te , 
Amazon  reviews  of  “The  Landlord  Chronicles”  have 
been  very  positive. 

Favorable  as  well  is  the  anticipated  increase  in  rental 
property  demand,  due  largely  to  a  continued  rise  in 
foreclosures  nationwide.  But  aside  from  a  new  group 
of  renters  —  those  who  have  lost  their  homes — - 
another  demographic  remains  constant.  As  cited  on 
Amazon. corn's  product  review,  a  total  of  40  percent  of 
Americans  earn  under  #35,000  a  year,  and  most  of 
these  people  will  he  lifelong  renters  in  search  of  a 
decent  rental  accompanied  by  an  attentive  landlord.

Getty  is  confident  she'll  continue  to  provide  the  prop¬ 
erties  they’ll  seek,  l£!  love  what  I  do,”  she  says,  “and, 
in  some  ways  1  believe  1  was  truly  meant  to  do  this. 
But,  ten  years  from  now,  I  hope  I'm  not  still  physi¬ 
cally  doing  everything  I  do  now.  I  may  sell  some 
of  my  properties,  or  increase  the  number  of 
rentals  I  manage  for  other  people.** 

Regardless  of  which  role  she  assumes,  Getty's 
work  will  always  come  from  the  heart.  “When  I 
look  back  now,  1  realize  I've  led  an  extraordi¬ 
nary  life,”  she  says.  “When  Todd  died,  so 
many  people  said,  *  It’s  all  part  of  God's 
plan*  and,  ‘God  doesn't  give  you  more 
than  you  can  handle.*  I  didn’t  always 
like  to  hear  that. 


“But  I*vo  been  able  to  comfort  oth¬ 
ers  who  have  lost  a  child.  Through 
Anne's  situation,  I*ve  been  able  to 
counsel  families  of  addicts  and, 
because  of  Alii  son's  battles,  I've 
made  an  impact  by  helping  family 
members  understand  the  devasta¬ 
tion  that  mental  illness  causes  for  a 
patient.

Today,  Goodacre  is  known  today  as  America’s  Sculptor. 
Her  hands  have  formed  some  of  the  best-known 


American  landmarks  arid  cultural 
icons,  including  the  Vietnam 
Women's  Memorial  (Washington, 
DC),  the  Irish  Memorial 
(Philadelphia),  and  the  Sacagawea 
Dollar  coin  design,  which  has  been 
minted  every  year  since  2000. 

And  after  40  years  as  the  country’s 
most  esteemed  sculptor,  that  figure  of 
her  daughter  still  sits  in  her  studio. 

Imagine  if  she  had  believed  what  that 
professor  had  told  her  in  her  college 
days.  Imagine  if  she  had  handed  that 
ball  of  wax  back  and  said,  “1  just 
can’t.”  True  Promise  is  about  believ¬ 
ing  in  yourself,  getting  rid  of  the 
doubt  inside  of  you,  and  giving  your¬ 
self  tile  opportunity  to  be  great.

CERTAIN  MYTHS  TYING  POPULAR  CULTURE  AND 
PUBLIC  FIGURES  TO  KAPPA  ALPHA  THETA  HAVE 
CIRCULATED  THROUGH  THE  YEARS.  THEY  SEEM 
ESPECIALLY  QUICK  TO  SPREAD  IN  THIS  AGE  OF 
INSTANT  INFORMATION,  AND  MANY  TIMES  WHAT 
WE  READ  ONLINE.  WE  ACCEPT  AS  TRUTH.  AS 
LOYAL  AND  ENTHUSIASTIC  AS  WE  ARE  FOR  ALL 
THINGS  THETA,  PERHAPS  WE  ARE  A  LITTLE  TOO 
EAGER  TO  SEE  CONNECTIONS  THAT  ARE  NOT  REAL¬ 
LY  THERE.  LET'S  LOOK  AT  FOUR  POPULAR.  LINGER¬ 
ING  THETA  MYTHS. 

“KITKAT  CANDY  BARS  WERE  NAMED 
AFTER  KAPPA  ALPHA  THETA  ” 

A  quick  trip  to  several  Nestle  websites  (Kit Rat  is  now  a 
Nestle  brand)  reveals  the  true  history  of  the  candy  bar. 
The  confection  was  developed  in  England  by  Rowntree 
&  Company  and  launched  as  “Rown tree's  Chocolate 
Crisp”  in  the  mid-  1930s.  A  few  years  later,  the  name 
was  changed  to  “KitKat  Chocolate  Crisp”  and  eventual¬ 
ly  shortened  to  just  “KitKat.”  This  name  was  likely 
either  an  homage  to  the  18th-century  London  political 
and  literary  society  the  Kit  Cat  Club  (named  for  the 
founder/host  of  the  society,  pie  house  proprietor 
Christopher  “Kit”  Catling)  or  the  famed  1920s  London 
nightclub  called  the  Kit  Kat  Club.  Several  Theta  chap¬ 
ters  have  traditionally  used  the  acronym 
KITKAT — standing  for  Keep  In  Touch  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta-— for  newsletters  and  other  communications.  So, 
it  seems  more  likely  that  Theta  chapters  have  taken 
the  name  from  the  candy  bar  rather  than  vice  versa. 

“THE  SONG  ‘LET'S  GO  FLY  A  KITE1  FROM 
MARY  POPPINS  WAS  WRITTEN  TO  HONOR 
WALT  DISNEY'S  TWO  THETA  DAUGHTERS/9 

Walt  Disney  did,  indeed,  have  two  Theta  daughters, 
Sharon  Disney  Lund,  Beta  Delta/Arizona,  and  Diane 
Disney  Miller,  Omicron/USC.  Both  were  initiated  in 
t  he  en  rl  y  195  ( )s .  T h  e  Wal  t  Di  s  n  ey  p  rod  tic  t  i  o  n  of  Mi a ry 
Popping  (based  on  the  novel  by  PL  Travers)  dates 
from  1964,  well  after  both  Disney  daughters’  college 
days.  Moreover,  the  song  “Let's  Go  Fly  a  Kite”  was 
written  not  by  Walt  Disney  but  by  songwriting  broth¬ 
ers  Richard  and  Robert  Sherman,  who  wrote  all  of  the 
songs  for  the  movie.  According  to  The  Great  Movie 
Musical  Trivia  Book,  by  Jeff  KurttL  the  song  “...  was 
based  on  the  personal  childhood  experiences  of  com¬ 
posers  Richard  and  Robert  Sherman,  whose  father 
(songwriter  A1  Sherman)  was,  according  to  the  reports 
of  his  sons,  a  fantastic  kite-maker.” 

“FORMER  SUPREME  COURT  JUSTICE 
SANDRA  DAY  O'CONNOR  IS  A  THETA,” 

Sandra  Day  O’Connor  arrived  at  Stanford  University 
in  1946,  where  she  earned  both  her  undergraduate 
and  law  degrees  in  record  time.  The  Stanford  Board  of 
Trustees  had  banned  all  sororities,  including  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta's  Phi  chapter,  from  the  University  in 
1944,  two  years  prior  to  her  arrival  on  campus.  There 
are  also  various  Internet  references  claiming 
O’Connor  as  a  member  of  Pi  Beta  Phi  or  Alpha  Delta 
Pi  or  simply  as  a  “sorority  woman.”  O’Connors  moth¬ 
er  was  a  member  of  Gamma  Phi  Beta*  (Fans  of  the  TV 
show  Gilmore  Girls  will  remember  that  O’Connor  was 
mentioned  as  an  influential  member  of  the  fictional

“BETTY  CROCKER  WAS  A  THETA” 

Betty  Crocker  is  not  a  real  person.  Marjorie  Child 
1  lusted,  a  home  economist  and  eventual  corporate 
executive  who  worked  for  what  would  become 
General  Mills,  created  the  Betty  Crocker  brand  and 
persona.  H listed  was,  indeed,  a  Theta,  initiated  by 
Upsilon/Minnesota.  Employed  by  the  Washhurn- 
Crosby  Company  (eventually  part  of  General  Mills),  a 
flour  mill  operation  in  Minneapolis,  Hus  ted  was  even¬ 
tually  able  to  put  her  home  economics  degree  to  work 
in  traveling  as  part  of  the  company’s  Home  Service 
Department,  teaching  cooking. 

In  1924,  she  began  a  radio  show  for  Washbum- 
Crosby,  Betty  Crocker's  Cooking  School  of  the  Air, 
and  an  American  icon  of  domesticity  was  born,  with 
I  lusted  providing  her  voice.  The  name  of  the  title 
character  was  created  by  the  corporation:  “Betty” 
sounded  approachable  and  likable,  and  “Crocker”  was 
in  honor  of  a  recently  retired  executive  (According  to 
More  Than  Petticoats .*  Remarkable  Minnesota 
Women,  by  Bonnye  Stuart,  “An  early  theme  on  the 
radio  show  was  Interviews  with  Eligible  Bachelors/ 
who  discussed  their  domestic  expectations  when  look¬ 
ing  for  a  bride.  Betty  Crocker  herself  received  hun¬ 
dreds  of  marriage  proposals/5) 

Under  the  new  General  Mills  conglomerate,  Marjorie 
1  lusted  was  named  director  of  the  Betty  Crocker 
Homemaking  Service  and  served  as  the  Betty  Crocker 
spokeswoman  on  the  air,  in  person,  through  many  let¬ 
ters  answering  consumers’  questions,  and  eventually 
through  cookbooks.  Her  radio  show  continued  for  24 
years.  In  1936,  Dusted  hired  an  illustrator  to  create  a 
portrait  of  the  fictional  Betty  Crocker  The  image  has 
been  updated  sev  eral  times  since  then,  to  keep  Betty 
Crocker  a  woman  of  all  time.  So,  while  Betty  is  not  a 
Theta,  the  woman  behind  the  character  was.  0

The  UA  Greek  Relief  Fund  was  an 
emergency  relief  effort  by  fraternities 
and  sororities  at  the  University  of 
Alabama  in  the  wake  of  devastating 
tornadoes.  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
Foundation  was  proud  to  contribute 
to  the  Fund. 


\  [  inures  after  the  storm  passed,  around  60  girls,  including  some 

Jy  from  a  neighboring  sorority,  emerged  safely  from  the  Kappa 
dJ  Alpha  Theta  basement.  With  no  power,  no  Internet,  and  no 
cable,  we  only  knew  the  extent  of  the  storm  damage  through  text  mes¬ 
sages.  “5th  Street  is  gone,”  said  one  message.  “1  am  alive  and  fine,  but 
my  house  is  destroyed/'  said  another.  On  the  front  porch  of  the  house, 
we  grabbed  a  composite  and  crossed  off  every  person  we  knew  was 
OK,  We  called  our  sisters,  texted  them,  drove  to  their  houses  to  look 
for  them.  After  three  days  we  had  confirmation  that  all  of  the  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  sisters  had  made  it  through  the  storm. 


Meanwhile,  we  also  sprang  into  action  by  volunteering  and  putting 
others  before  ourselves. 


clean  up  their  adopted  home. 

Via  social  media  and  word  of  mouth,  an  organization  of  all  fraternities 
and  sororities  was  formed  and  named  the  UA  Greek  Relief  Fund. 
Together  we  distributed  more  than  52,000  hot  meals,  £50,000  in  dona¬ 
tions,  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  pounds  of  donated  items  not  only 
to  the  Tuscaloosa  community,  but  also  to  affected  areas  in  Hale, 
Greene,  and  Jefferson  counties.  Every  Greek  group  focused  on  a  differ¬ 
ent  area  so  that  efforts  were  not  duplicated.  Delta  Omicron  headed  up 
the  collection  of  school  supplies  for  grades  K  through  12.  These  chil¬ 
dren,  unlike  the  UA  students,  were  in  school  until  the  end  of  May.  We 
collected  more  than  20  carloads  full  of  school  supplies  and  distributed 
them  to  schools  in  our  area. 


As  we  know,  the  Greek  system  is  too  often  maligned  and  ridiculed,  but 
this  disaster  showed  the  strength  and  leadership  of  fraternity  and 
sorority  members.  The  university  cancelled  classes  for  the  semester 
and  called  off  exams,  too.  You  might  expect  college  kids  to  grab  that 
opportunity  to  leave  town  and  head  for  the  beach  or  other  vacation 
spot  to  kick  off  their  summer  or  get  an  early  start  on  summer  jobs. 

Yet  an  amazing  number  of  UA  students  remained  in  Tuscaloosa  to  help 


Our  university  has  the  reputation  of  being  a  foot  ha  11 -crazy  party 
school.  But  in  the  midst  of  incredible  devastation,  not  only  Thetas  hut 
also  the  entire  tightknit  Greek  community  was  able  to  put  their  frater¬ 
nity  values  into  action  and  truly  make  a  difference.
